BART Slowly but Surely Marches Toward 


Better Suicide Prevention 


Most train collisions involve suicide. Prevention experts have big ideas about how to change that inthe

Ride BART enough and you'll 
notice “major medical emergencies” at- 
tributed to some delays. More often than 
not, collisions are related to suicide — 
tragedies that may be better prevented 
in the coming years. 

All but 10 of 82 collisions on BART 
trackways from November 2009 to Au- 
gust 2019 have been related to suicide, 
according to data obtained by SF Week- 
ly. Forty-eight people died by suicide, 
including four in 2019 through August. 

“If you've ever ridden BART, you 
might begin to notice when someone 
may have died by suicide,” says Narges 
Zohoury Dillon, executive director of 
Crisis Support Services of Alameda 
County. “Some people feel their pain is 
invisible. As they’re dealing with their 
pain or thoughts of suicide, someone 
approaching them could make a differ- 
ence for them.” 

In 2015, BART partnered with 
suicide prevention experts through 
the Bay Area Suicide and Crisis Inter- 
vention Alliance (BASCIA), made up 
of local mental health professionals 
and agencies now led by Zohoury 
Dillon, to place signs advertising the 
National Suicide Prevention Lifeline’s 
1-800-273-TALK(8255) number. The 
campaign came after the agency en- 
countered a rise in collision incidents

ber — akin to 911 — for emergency 
mental health in December, which will 
take another 18 months to go into 
effect. That means it will soon be time 
to update those signs, which BART 
spokesperson Alicia Trost said they 
will do once the number is ready. The 
transit agency also investigated adding 
a physical barrier between platforms 
and tracks, but has put any such pilot 
program on hold for the time being. 

While BART’s latest data logs 39 
lifeline calls related to the agency in 
2016, it’s unclear how many people in 
crisis thought to call after seeing signs 
at BART stations. Callers may not 
mention the sign and crisis support 
staff are often unable to tell that per- 
son is alive unless they call back, both 
Zohoury Dillon and Van Hedwall of 
San Francisco Suicide Prevention say. 

“It’s really hard to know whether or 
not people are calling because they’ve 
seen that specific signage unless they 
say it,” Zohoury Dillon says. “Overall, 
there’s been an increased awareness 
across the board,” she says, citing a 
spike in calls after the 2018 deaths of 
Kate Spade and Anthony Bourdain and 
the release of a song by Logic named 
after the lifeline number. 

Calls to the national lifeline have 
increased over time, with 2 million 
in 2017 and 2.5 million in 2018. The 
number of calls is predicted to double

says. “The best way for prevention 
with our BARTs, Caltrains, you name 
it, is going to some kind of structural 
prevention to access and means. That’s 
very expensive.” 

Prevention experts like Hedwall and 
Zhoury Dillon call for platform screen 
doors, much like the ones placed at San 
Francisco International Airport’s Air- 
Trans system that shuttles flyers be- 
tween terminals and BART. The agency 
found in 2019 that it would cost up to 
$25 million to install such a physical 
barrier in a station. The BART system 
has 48 stations. Consequently, BART 
made the decision to delay a screen 
door pilot program intended for the 
12th Street Oakland station. 

Platform doors are considered a 
broad safety measure for all passen- 
gers. As anyone who watched the 
dramatic video footage of a BART em- 
ployee saving a man who accidentally 
stumbled into the tracks from the Col- 
iseum station platform in November, 
simple reminders to stay behind the 
yellow line isn’t always enough. 

“There’s also accidental deaths that 
are happening on the tracks,” Zohoury 
Dillon says. “All of these deaths could 
be preventable and they’re not all 
intentional. There’s more people on 
platforms.” 

At first, BART Board Director Bevan 
Dufty was dismayed that the screen 


We want to do this the right 
way that will work for the 
system, Dufty says. “These 
are kind of show stoppers 
and it’s difficult to do a pilot 
and see the benefit of it 
working if the underlying 
systems themselves are not 
up to current standards.” 

BART plans to award the 
contract to update its train 
control system early this 
year and phase in more new 
trains before getting back 
to the platform screen door 
pilot program. 

Zohoury Dillon is well 
aware that BART is years 
away from installing the 
most effective solution 
they’ve identified for suicide 
prevention on train sys- 
tems. Still, she feels it’s time 
for transit agencies to start 
talking more frequently 
about prevention through 
BASCIA, which meets 
monthly and will be grap- 
pling with needed funding 
increases to prepare for the 
deluge of 988 calls coming. 

“T don’t think that our 
transit agencies have really 
focused on suicide preven- 
tion,’ Zohoury Dillon says. 
“Right now might be a good 
time to revisit that conver- 
sation.”

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How Potent 
Will California's 
Cannabis 

Taxes Get? 


A new state report suggesting 
pot be taxed by THC level fails 
to grasp the heart of the issue

It may be a new year, but for 
California’s cannabis industry, the prob- 
lem remains the same. 

Despite Governor Jerry Brown's 
prediction that the newly minted legal 
market would earn $643 million in 
cannabis taxes in 2018, the final result 
that year was just north of $345 mil- 
lion. In fact, the state has yet to clear 
$1 billion in tax revenue despite having 
two full years of adult-use sales now 
on the books (California’s Department 
of Tax and Fee Administration reports 
tax revenue of just over $845 million 
since the start of 2018). 

Meanwhile, California’s illicit mar- 
ket continues to thrive. 

At the moment, the ratio of li-

censed operators to unlicensed in the 
state is 1 to 3. On top of that, less than 
one-fifth of cities in California current- 
ly permit retail pot shops to operate. 
In 2020, an on-going battle over the 
rights of delivery businesses to service 
state municipalities that have banned 
brick-and-mortar dispensaries risks 
even further reducing Californians’ ac- 
cess to safe, regulated cannabis. 

Simultaneously, licensed operators 
are expressing outrage at the state’s 
continued failure to either reduce the 
tax rates or ramp-up enforcement 
efforts against illegal businesses. In 
defiance of industry demands for 
lower excise tax rates that have only 
grown louder with each passing day, 
California’s Department of Tax and Fee 
Administration said in December that 
it would actually raise taxes on canna- 
bis in 2020. 

In the midst of all this madness, a 
new report from the California Legis- 
lative Analyst’s Office (LAO) pub- 
lished in December recommends 
that the state consider shifting its 
tax structure to instead calculate 
rates based on THC potency. 

This would be a significant de- 
parture from the current system, 
which currently taxes cannabis by 
weight at two stages in the plant’s 
voyage from soil to shelf. At pres- 
ent, taxes are derived based on the 
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plant’s weight post-harvest and then 
compounded with an excise tax levied 
at the retail phase. 

The LAO report, authored by 
legislative analyst Gabriel Petek — 
cheekily titled “How High? Adjusting 
California’s Cannabis Taxes” — instead 
suggests that one alternative possibil- 
ity the state should consider is doing 
away with cultivation taxes altogether 
and instead calculating rates based 
on a plant’s THC potency. The report 
does not, however, fully endorse a po- 
tency-based tax as a full solution but 
rather as something equivalent to the 
least worst option. 

“No individual type of tax performs 
best on all criteria,” Petek states, while 
also noting that a potency-based tax 
would be optimal as a tool of harm 
reduction and that the current weight- 
based system is “generally weakest” of 
the four tax models analyzed in his re- 
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port. 

It’s important to clarify that the 
concept of harm-reduction — at least 
in the case of LAO’s report — is largely 
in reference to concerns over the po- 
tential dangers of consuming high-po- 
tency cannabis. 

“The negative effects of cannabis 
use seem to be particularly high for 
high-potency products, high-fre- 
quency use, and youth use,” Petek 
asserts, though he is careful to qualify 
his analysis by noting that harm re- 
duction by means of eliminating the 
unregulated market (a goal most easily 
accomplished by lowering or outright 
eliminating the cultivation tax, even 
temporarily) is also a valid approach to 
consider. 

Unsurprisingly, news of LAO’s po- 
tency-based tax suggestion was met 
mostly with disapproval by industry 
leaders. Glass House Group’s Graham 

Farrar and California 
Cannabis Delivery Alli- 
ance president Zachary 
Pitts both expressed 
their displeasure with 
the concept to the Sac- 
ramento Bee, with the 
latter confessing he was 
“stunned” that the state 
would “think [this] is an

anything.”

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The editorial board for the Los Ange- 
les Times agreed. In an op-ed published 
on Dec. 29, they argue that “the sweet 
spot remains elusive” when it comes to 
taxing cannabis in California. 

One of the main issues, as they see 
it, stems from the counterintuitive 
nature of attempting to achieve harm 
reduction through taxes when an 
untaxed market three times its size is 
currently operating throughout the 
state as well. 

“Taxing THC to discourage harmful 
use is pointless if Californians contin- 
ue to buy high-potency cannabis prod- 
ucts tax-free from the black market,” 
the Times board writes. 

The op-ed does not end with a firm 
prescription for the right course of 
action, which is rather fitting fora 
situation largely devoid of neatly-pack- 
aged answers. Instead, the Times board 
seems to have landed in the same 
quagmire as lawmakers: able to see the 
various issues surrounding California’s 
current taxes on pot but unable to 
thread together a solution that satis- 
factorily addresses them all. 

Taxing by potency may be a concept 
to revisit down the road, but for now, 
to enact such a system would be a my- 
opic fix to a problem of a much grander 
scale. 
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Pause and Think 
Before You 
Hit Record

This week’s question comes from 
Edgar M... 


Q. I work for a large corporation 


with offices nationwide. I was recently 
switched to a new department, and 
already, I have been having problems 
with my new direct supervisor. He 
regularly makes racially charged 
comments around me, which I find 
offensive. I have told him to stop, but 
that has only made things worse. 

I have tried complaining to my HR 
representative about this behavior, 
but she is good friends with my direct 
supervisor and doesn’t believe my 
reports. I feel the only way I will be 
taken seriously is if Iam somehow 


able to record my supervisor's racist 
comments as proof. Can I do this if no 
one will take me seriously? 


A . Thank you for your question, 
Edgar. Certainly, the impulse to 
capture an injustice on tape is a hard 
impulse to ignore, especially when 
those around you are turning a blind 
eye to or claiming it isn’t happening. 
Secretly recording someone without 
their knowledge and consent, 
however, is a criminal offense under 
state and federal law with serious 
consequences. 


The federal Wiretap Act of 1968 (18 
U.S.C. § 2511) provides it is illegal to 
secretly record any oral, telephonic, 
or electronic communication that 
the communicator would reasonably 
expect to be private. The California 
Penal Code § 632(a), enacted under 
the California Invasion of Privacy 
Act of 1967, makes it illegal for 

any person to intentionally and 
without the consent of all parties 

to a communication use a recording 
device to record a confidential 
communication, whether or not the 
conversation occurs in person or 
through some other medium, such 


as over the phone. Such an offense 
may be punished by a fine of up to 
$2,500 per violation and/or by a term 
of imprisonment of up to one year. 
California is one of a handful of states 
with a “two-party [or “all-party”] 
consent” law, meaning the consent of 
every single party to the conversation 
is required before a person can legally 
record a confidential conversation. 

In other words, if nine out of ten 
board members agree you can record 
a private board meeting, that is one 
too few. 


These criminal consequences will 
outweigh any potential benefit 

you may derive from capturing 

such evidence on tape, especially 
because in nearly all cases, secret 
recordings are not admissible 
evidence in court. Penal Code § 
632(d) provides that unless you are 
trying to prove a violation of section 
632 itself, any evidence obtained as 
a result of recording a confidential 
communication is not admissible 

in any judicial, administrative, 
legislative, or other proceeding. In 
short, if you have a secret recording 
of your supervisor spouting racist 
inappropriate comments that you feel 
is a smoking gun for your case, it will 


likely be excluded long before a jury 
can ever hear about it. 


The grey area lies in whether there is 
a reasonable expectation of privacy 
in the space where the recording is 
made. The answer to this question 
depends on the recording’s location 
and context. For instance, there is 

a big difference between recording 

a conversation in a busy airport 
terminal and recording a private 
disciplinary meeting between you, 
your supervisor, and a Human 
Resources representative in an 
office behind a closed door. This is 
because it is reasonable to expect 
that a conversation in public airport 
terminal to be overheard by people 
passing by. The same is not true for 
the private HR meeting. 


Context may be nuanced, however. 
There may be reasonable expectation 
of privacy in that same airport 
terminal at 4:00am on arrival of a 
red-eye flight if the conversation 
occurs in an empty corner of the 
terminal where there are no staff 
or people in sight. Likewise, a 
conversation at top volume in the 
doorway of your supervisor's office 
adjacent to an open floor plan in 


earshot of the entire office. There 

is quite a different expectation of 
privacy in this context, as opposed to 
the private HR meeting. 


Even if you believe, however, that 
you are in an environment where 
there is no reasonable expectation 
of privacy, there are many variables 
to be considered and it’s likely 

not worth the risk. If you believe 
your supervisor is doing or saying 
something inappropriate, rather 
than record them, make a written 
complaint to your Human Resources 
department, quoting the specific 
language you heard or describing the 
conduct you observed and indicating 
it made you feel uncomfortable. 

By creating a written record with 
your employer, you protect yourself 
far more than you do by making 

a recording that could potentially 
expose you to criminal liability. 
Always contact an employment 
attorney to assist you in taking legal, 
effective steps towards addressing a 
difficult workplace issue.

The 
screening of the show — set to air on 
Netflix later this year — will be the 
perfect blend of hilarious slapstick 


comedy and dumb-as-smart jokes to 
kick off the multi-week Sketchfest ex- 
travaganza.

SF Sketchfest Tribute to Molly

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That Time Atsuko Okatsuka Did Stand-Up 


Through a Literal Earthquake

Sometimes, when comedian At- 
suko Okatsuka goes onstage, she dances. 
And sometimes, the earth moves along 
with her. 

Last summer at a Pasadena comedy 
club, The Ice House, Okatsuka ran onto 
the stage with full energy. “Hey, Pas- 
adena, hi!” she says in a recorded per- 
formance pinned to her Twitter profile. 
In the footage, you can see the camera 
shaking with the earth as Okatsuka 
continues dancing. 

“Earthquake! Earthquake!” People 
are shouting in the background. 

“What’s happening?” Okatsuka 





pauses for a moment. 

“Earthquake!” 

“Oh shit!” she leans forward to the 
crowd. “I thought I was making that 
happen. Everybody okay?” she checks 
before continuing to riff on the situ- 
ation. 

“A part of me died that night,” 
Okatsuka says. Theatrical actors are 
tasked with performing their lines 
through any situation — regardless of 
potential hecklers, wardrobe malfunc- 
tions, missed cues, they have to pre- 
tend there’s still a fourth wall dividing 
them and the audience. 

But there’s also something to be 
said for stand-up comedians who don’t 
always have the luxury of a script. 
There’s something even more to be said 


about one who performs right through 
an earthquake, making the ongoing 
seismic shifts part of the punchline. 

“An earthquake is kind of a quieter 
heckler because they can’t talk back,” 
Okatsuka says. “It was like a true test 
of everything that I’ve learned, and my 
personality too. For me, it’s important 
that the audience feels safe.” 

Aside from stand up, Okatsuka 
is the creator and host of the weekly 
podcast (and sometimes live show) 
Let’s Go, Atsuko! A Woke Japanese 
Game Show, a show that’s been praised 
by Vulture and The New York Times. 
Okatsuka’s parents actually met ona 
Japanese dating show (“That’s why my 
grandma raised me,” she jokes), so the 
podcast is sort of a homage to that his-

tory. Every episode, Okatsuka invites 
contestants and challenges them with 
questions about their wokeness — if 
you check out her Sketchfest show, 
you ll get to see her podcast live. 

“Of course I’m hesitant to use the 
word ‘woke,” Okatsuka says. “Woke” 
was her way of trying to define a multi- 
dimensional value to her show beyond 
the silliness of traditional game shows. 
“At the end of Let’s Go, Atsuko!, you'll 
have learned something while also 
laughing at the absurdity.” Okatsuka 
acknowledges that the word “woke” 
has been co-opted from the Black com- 
munity. 

“God, I didn’t mean to bring race 
into this,” she says as we speak. Okat- 
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suka is very conscious about her role 
as an Asian-American woman in com- 
edy. When she first started in 2009, 
Okatsuka was 20, and didn’t see many 
other Asian-American female comics. 
She also wasn’t a big fan of some prob- 
lematic parts of comedy culture like 
racist, misogynistic jokes, so Okatsuka 
and fellow comics Jenny Yang and Yola 
Lu thought, “Well, let’s make our own 
stage-time happen. Let’s make comedy 
what we want to see.” 

They decided to start their own 
comedy tour called Disoriented Come- 
dy, filled with Asian-American female 
comedians. They believe it’s the first 
of its kind since its establishment in 
2012. 

“I was able to do so much more 
comedy and travel during that time,” 
Okatsuka says. 

During its height through 2016, 
Disoriented Comedy toured nationally 
at colleges and brought on a new pro- 
ducer (D’Lo) according to Okatsuka. 

In January of 2017, Okatsuka started 
Let’s Go, Atsuko!, a project she had been 
meaning to take on for a while. 

“I found myself. Iam very proud 
to be an immigrant, who I am. I’m 
an Asian-American female stand-up 
comic,” Okatsuka says. “It was really 
empowering to do Disoriented Come- 
dy. Now, how can I take this and bring 
it back into the mainstream world, as 
me?”

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't Sorry About His Stutter

Feel Woods has always been a 
class clown. 

Part of that came out of his stutter, 
which he’s had since he was young. “I 
had a really bad stutter growing up and 
I still do now, so growing up in Oak- 
land, a lot of people would tease me.” 

So Woods tried to circumvent that. 

“T would make people laugh and 
talk about myself first, and make sure 
it was funny,’ Woods says. That way, it 
didn’t matter if the bullies came after 
him with insults. Woods already beat 
them to the punchline — and he'd be 
funnier at it too. 

“You wouldn't get a chance to tease 
me, Woods says. 

Comedy has always been an inte- 
gral part of Woods’ life. “Growing up, 
laughter just got me through every- 
thing. I don’t care if I was at a funeral, 
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wherever I was at, I would always find 
something funny in the situation.” 

Despite the early affinity for com- 
edy, Woods never thought of it as an 
actual career until 2010. While cele- 
brating a housewarming in Emeryville, 
Woods got up and started telling a 
story about “sleeping with a girl and 
wetting the bed.” 

“T tried to basically put the dog 
on the bed and blame it on the dog,” 
Woods says. His story went on for 10 
minutes. At one point, he noticed that 
the music had stopped. 

“The whole party shut down, the 
music cut off, and everybody was 
listening to me tell this story,’ Woods 
says. And everybody was laughing, 
cracking up, and having a good time.” 

A friend came up to him and said, 
“Hey. You know you just did stand-up 
comedy for 10 minutes, right?” 

“T was like, “No! I was just telling 
a story!”” Woods says. But the friend 
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insisted he try out stand-up. 

“So I said, “You know what? You're 
right,” says Woods, who was a PE 
teacher at the time. “Maybe I will.” 

If you've been around the San Fran- 
cisco comedy scene for even a little bit 
of time, you've probably seen Woods or 
gone to a Woods-produced show, even 
if you didn’t know it. He’s performed 
at Punchline, Cobb’s Comedy Club, and 
last year’s Sketchfest. This year, he’ll 
be in two comedy shows: Some People 
Like Us (hosted by Casey Ley and Ka- 
seem Bentley) and Late Late Breakfast 
(hosted by Tyler Jackson and Danny 
Maupin). 

In the decade since his origin sto- 
ry, Woods has brought a new level of 
comedy to the San Francisco Bay Area 
with #HellaFunny, a comedy series he 
organizes with fellow comedian Stroy 
Moyd. #HellaFunny brings weekly 
comedy shows to Haight Ashbury 
(Milk Bar on Thursdays), downtown 


(Bar Fluxus on Saturdays), the Inner 
Richmond (Neck of the Woods on 
Sundays), and more. Sometimes you'll 
see him working security at the door 
(that’s his part-time gig). But for #Hel- 
laFunny, Woods books shows, produc- 
es, hosts, and sometimes gets on the 
stage himself. 

Comedy for Woods is all about mak- 
ing a connection with the audience. 

“Once you connect with them, it’s 
easier to make them laugh,” Woods 
says. He throws out Donald Trump, 
Whiteclaws, and the challenges of 
being able to afford to live in San Fran- 
cisco as a few examples. 

But the most vivid connections 
Woods can make are actually personal 
stories that he sources from his own 
life — “all the things in my life that I 
thought were embarrassing.” 

“Tm starting to open up a bunch,” 
Woods says.

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We Saw Palm Springs’ Films and Other Dehents 


The first few days of the Palm Springs International Film Festival included screenings of Bombshell, SoLong, My Son, and 
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Motherless Brooklyn.

We flew southwards to find out 
which films kicking off the Palm Springs 
International Film Festival are getting 
too much credit — and which films need 
a bit more spotlight. From controversial 
biopics to thoughtful historical dramas, 
here’s what we saw, hated, and loved. 


Bombshell 
Bombshell was going to be controver- 
sial from the pitch. The film, directed 
by Charles Randolph and written 
by Jay Roach, follows the sexual ha- 
rassment cases that ousted Roger 
Ailes and changed Fox News forever. 
At the center of Bombshell are three 
white women who have been abused 
by Ailes’ gross assaults: Megyn Kelly 
(Charlize Theron), Gretchen Carlson 
(Nicole Kidman), and the fictional 
Kayla Pospisil (Margot Robbie), a no- 
name who aspires for greatness at Fox 
News. While the acting is stellar and 
the prosthetics flawless (I did a dou- 
ble take seeing Theron on screen, her 
likeness to Kelly so vivid thanks to an 
incredible makeup team and Theron’s 
own dogged commitment to the role), 
Bombshell fails because it tries to con- 
struct a myth about these women that 
just doesn’t exist in reality. 

Instead, Bombshell advocates for 
a girl power narrative that ignores 
intersectional feminism, which is kind 
of important when your heroines are 
powerful anchors who have openly 
advocated for some really racist shit. 
There’s a halfhearted attempt at it 
within a subplot about the difficulties 
of being a lesbian at a conservative 
news outlet that could use more scre- 
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entime than it actually has. But other- 
wise, Bombshell illustrates a portrait of 
Kelly and Carlson — semi-progressive 
advocates for justice for everyone — 
that isn’t true. A better move would’ve 
been portraying these women for what 
they are: people who really did take 
down a horrible man while simulta- 
neously perpetuating racist ideologies 
with their power. Instead, Bombshell 
asks us to worship Kelly and Carlson, 
which I’m not exactly prepared to do. 


So Long, My Son 

So Long, My Son doesn't follow chronol- 
ogy, but it’s one of few films that 
doesn’t treat its anachronistic timeline 
like a gimmick. Flashbacks to the past 
melt into the present, while the fu- 
ture keeps climbing closer in sporadic 
bursts. Sometimes filmmakers like 

to hide tragedies with this method, 
saving the movie’s emotional energy 
for one punch in the gut at the end of 
the film. But So Long, My Son subverts 
these expectations of when to hold 
back, and when to push forward. The 
traumatic event that defines two fam- 
ilies forever happens early on, and the 
ensuing onscreen events act as a slow 
burn, fleshing out the pain with a quiet 
hand. 

Directed by Wang Xiaoshuai, So 
Long, My Son is visually engrossing, 
filling its long three-hour runtime with 
careful shots: immense grief seen from 
a stranger’s distance; waves crashing 
like ripples of silk onto stone steps; the 
dark glow of city lights at twilight. 

It’s also a brutal critique of China’s 
former one-child policy, a law that 
resulted in an unimaginable number of 
forced abortions and child abductions. 
While the policy was enacted in an at- 
tempt to avoid a population crisis, the 
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damage it had — especially for work- 
ing class people — is undeniable, and 
dramatized with a biting, suppressed 
anguish throughout the film. Wang 
Jingchun and Yong Mei play a couple 
(Liu Yaojun and Wang Liyun respec- 
tively) coping with grief after the loss 
of their only son, bringing stunningly 
deft performances to complicated 
characters. 


Motherless Brooklyn 
Motherless Brooklyn tries desperately to 
be an engaging 1950s detective noir, 
but suffers from an agonizingly slow 
pace, poor tension, and satire that 
veers into cliche. It’s hard to salvage 
the cheesy dialogue that Motherless 
Brooklyn seems to love to lean into, but 
lead actors Edward Norton (as Lionel 
Essrog, a talented detective with To- 
urette syndrome) and Gugu Mbatha- 
Raw (as Laura Rose, a housing rights 
activist) try. 

Motherless Brooklyn’s mystery 
has too many moving parts with no 
grounded way of pulling them to- 
gether, and the final triumph never 
happens onscreen, so it’s hard to find 
any satisfaction through its 2.5-hour 
duration. The twists are unfortunately 
unsurprising, and there’s little creativ- 
ity in the cinematography or enough 
tension to justify its long runtime. 
Motherless Brooklyn is about gentrifica- 
tion and disability — topics that need 
more cinematic spotlight — but runs 
into a strange white savior complex 
in the process. It’s a movie that really 
could’ve been great based on its prem- 
ise. But the execution faltered, lending 
little gusto for this noir attempt to 
thrive on. 


What to doin 
Palm Springs 


Everyone in San Francisco 
asked me why | was going, and 


everyone in Palm Springs asked 
me why | hadn't visited already. 


Everywhere you goin Palm Springs 


is like a moving postcard with palm trees 
and cacti. Palm Springs is a small desert 
city in the Coachella Valley, flanked by 
rocky mountains dusted with snow. Its 
arts and culture scene is thriving — the 


city is home to the Palm Springs Interna- 
tional Film Festival, which was mostly 
why I was there. But in between movie 
watching and celebrity spotting, I found 
a few reasons why Bay Areans looking for 
a scenery change should come to the des- 
ert. 

Explore the Indian Canyons: 
Palm Springs is on Cahuilla land. The 
Agua Caliente Band of Cahuilla Indi- 
ans owns the Indian Canyons, which 
you can visit for most of the year. 
Admission starts at $9 for adults, but 
if you'd like to learn more about the 
natural landscape without driving 
yourself, try the Desert Adventure red 
jeep tour. The cheapest tour starts at 
$140 for adults. You'll get to see rock 
formations streaked with pale red and 
brown, hidden waterfalls, and an oasis 
dense with palm trees. On my three 
hour-long tour, in between jeep rides, 
we went on a non-intensive mile-long 
hike in the Andreas Canyon, where our 
tour guide taught us about the history 
and flora of the land. Science (nature) 
is actually cool! 

City of Stars (the other one): 
Palm Springs has its fair share of 
Hollywood life. It has its own Walk of 
Stars that rivals L.A.’s, mostly because 
at Palm Springs’, you aren't trying to 
fight off hundreds of other tourists in 
order to snap a bad selfie with Frank 
Sinatra’s name. You can also visit some 
celebrity homes — Elvis Presley and 
Marilyn Monroe’s are in the neigh- 
borhood. And, if you come to the city 
around the right time (like in January, 
during PSIFF) you might actually see a 
star themself, in the flesh. 

Modernism: Palm Springs is proud 
of its modernist architecture — so 
much so that they have a whole week 
dedicated to it. A lot of locals recom- 
mended touring past some homes rem- 
iniscent of the 20th century. 

Art!: Art museums are like safe 
havens for me during trips. They’re 
air conditioned, quiet, and calm — a 
welcome break from a long day of tour- 
isting. The Palm Springs Art Museum 
is an open space filled with indigenous 
art and geometric abstractions. At the 
center of it all is a mass of blown glass 
tentacles in tropical fruit colors by 
Dale Chihuly. Admission starts at $14 
for adults, and right next to the muse- 
um is the El Rod Sculpture Garden — a 
quiet space home to blown glass orbs 
and large cacti. 


Food & Drink 

Go to Blackbook and order the Nash- 
ville Hot Chicken Sandwich. It’s a 
gigantic hunk of chicken breast (about 
half a pound) smothered in tangy 
comeback sauce and layered between 
ranch slaw and a buttered bun with the 
flakiest crust. Even if you're not look- 
ing for a whole meal, the Blackbook bar 
is stocked with solid drinks, music, and 
appetizers. I ordered the shisito pep- 
pers, which were bursting with olive 
oil, lime, and tajin, but many recom- 
mend the Super Cheesy Nachos. 

Another good pick: Wilma and 
Freida. Named after the founders’ 
grandmothers, Wilma and Freida bor- 
rows from their recipes to serve “com- 
fort food with a twist.” Their Signature 
Griddled Meatloaf is sweet, thick, and 
delicious. 

The High Bar, located at the top 
of the Kimpton Rowan Palm Springs 
hotel, has one of the best ambiences 
for weekend drinks. It’s a rooftop bar 
decked with striped orange lounge 
chairs and a glowing pool in the center. 
Sip on a Kick Back, Relax — a smoky 
and sweet drink made up of reposado 
tequila, del maguey vida mezcal, and 
grapefruit — while looking at sweep- 
ing views of Palm Springs at night. The 
bar is open to non-guests after 4 p.m., 
so you might even be able to see the 
city at sunset if you time it right. 

The quiches at L’atelier Cafe stand 
tall — and they stand on their own. 
Smooth and bursting with mushrooms 
and chunks of chicken that feel like 
they belong in pot pie, the chicken 
quiche is a must try at this French 
restaurant. L'atelier also serves great 
coffee from a Bay Area roaster, Mr. 
Espresso, and makes their own vanilla 
syrup, a sweetener that avoids the ar- 
tificial cloyingness in favor of bringing 
out the coffee’s own richness. 


Additional tips: 1. There isn’t much 
public transportation in the city, and 
while the streets are very walkable, 
you ll need to drive to get around. 
Download a rideshare app or rent a car. 
If you opt for the first choice, keep in 
mind that Uber Pool wasn’t an option 
for me when I was there, and I had to 
ride pricier UberXs. 2. Palm Springs is 
dry and warm. Bring tissues wherever 
you go if you're prone to nosebleeds.

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Alameda County Bets Big On Food 
Pharmacies 














A nationwide movement wants to provide underserved communities with local produce to help fight problems 
like diabetes and high blood pressure.

When she went to La Clinica de 
la Raza health center in Oakland for a 
routine checkup, the 54-year-old immi- 
grant told her doctor she was under a lot 
of stress. Work had begun to dry up for 
her husband, a day laborer, and money 
was tight. Marta, who asked to be identi- 
fied by a first name only, has chronic dia- 
betes, and the doctor noted her high 
blood pressure. So the physician gave her 
an unexpected prescription: a $10 
voucher for locally sourced produce, 
which Marta could redeem at La Clinica’s 
monthly food distribution. 

The prescription was her gateway to 
what organizers call a food pharmacy 
— anew program aimed at improving 
the health of low-income patients in 
Alameda County by connecting them 
with fresh produce. 

Unfolding in the backyard of the lo- 
cal food movement, these pharmacies 
are part of a new push to bring produce 
into primary care. The goal is to stave 
off poor health outcomes and reduce 
nutrition-related diseases like diabetes 
and hypertension. Instead of farm to 
table, you could call it farm to clinic. 

“T think medicine is trying to grap- 
ple with social determinants of health 
now in a way that it never did before,” 
says Dr. Steven Chen, chief medical 
officer at ALL IN Alameda County, a 
countywide effort to combat poverty. 
“There’s many social determinants of 
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health: housing insecurity, food inse- 
curity, transportation insecurity. Food 
insecurity is something you can do in 
the clinic. It’s a low-hanging fruit that 
has lots of upsides.” 

La Clinica’s food pharmacy is part 
of what experts and organizers say is 
a burgeoning “food is medicine move- 
ment” unfolding nationwide amid 
a growing consensus that access to 
fresh produce can improve the health 
of underserved communities. It’s 
an approach that’s gaining traction 
across the country, with clinic-based 
food pharmacies popping up in recent 
years everywhere from Philadelphia to 
Houston. 

The Bay Area has been at the fore- 
front of the movement. In 2016, San 
Francisco piloted a food pharmacy 
program that has since expanded to 
10 clinics across the city and Marin 
County. The South Bay launched its 
first food pharmacy the same year out 
of the Samaritan House Free Clinic in 
Redwood City. Alameda County’s pro- 
gram now has five pharmacies under 
way at La Clinica, Hayward Wellness, 
Native American Health Center, West 
Oakland Health Center, and Roots 
Community Clinic, with plans for sev- 
eral more in the coming year. 

Alameda County’s initiative was 
Chen’s brainchild and is part of County 
Supervisor Wilma Chan’s “new war 
on poverty,’ a multi-pronged effort 
launched in 2014. The initiative hopes 


to improve health outcomes for the 
county’s most economically disadvan- 
taged residents by making it easier 

to get fresh, healthy food — often a 
barrier for people living paycheck to 
paycheck. 

Experts say the need in Alameda 
County is profound. According to a 
recent report by the Alameda County 
Food Bank and the Urban Institute, 
roughly 1 in 5 people are either food 
insecure or at risk of hunger. Yet nearly 
half of those residents make too much 
money to qualify for food stamps. 

That gap brings many of the hun- 
gry and those struggling with health 
issues to food banks such as Alameda 
County’s, where 20 percent of the 
households it serves have at least one 
member with diabetes and 39 percent 
have at least one member with high 
blood pressure. But organizers say food 
banks don’t have a doctor on-hand to 
advise clients on eating habits to man- 
age certain health conditions. 

That’s where food pharmacies come 
in. 

At the health centers where they 
operate, providers screen patients for 
food insecurity at routine checkups 
and then prescribe a list of produce 
to address their specific health needs, 
from hunger to diabetes, obesity to 
hypertension. Patients can then take 
their prescription vouchers and use 
them to pick up $10 of locally sourced 
produce at the clinic’s monthly food 
distribution. 

The produce is provided by Dig 
Deep Farms, a San Leandro-based farm 
that offers paid internships to formerly 
incarcerated youth and adults. The 
Alameda County Food Bank provides 
additional food, and patients who want 
more than the $10 of produce can use 
food stamps to buy from Dig Deep. 

Chen, who has a background in 
integrated medicine, was tapped to run 
the program after introducing a small- 
er-scale food pharmacy program at 
the Hayward Wellness Center. He saw 
an opportunity to integrate food into 
primary care to help manage and pre- 
vent chronic illnesses and hunger. In 
August, he moved from Hayward Well- 
ness to ALL In to implement the food 
pharmacy model across the county. 

La Clinica’s food distribution draws 


local volunteers through a program 
that gives community members the 
opportunity to educate patients on 
healthy eating and cook a meal using 
produce passed out at the distribution. 
At a recent event, one volunteer ladled 
out spoonfuls of spicy chayote squash. 
“Try the recipe we made for you to- 
day!” she said to each patient. 

Dora, a 63-year-old Oakland resi- 
dent who asked to use her first name 
only because of concerns over her im- 
migration status, grabbed a bowl and 
drizzled the squash with a splash of 
lime. She is diabetic, unemployed and 
struggling to find work. 

At a visit to La Clinica a few months 
ago, she told her doctor she has dif- 
ficulty affording food. Her physician 
wrote her a prescription to La Clinica’s 
food pharmacy and she’s been coming 
faithfully for the past four months. 

“This helps me so much, what they 
give me, especially when I have no job,” 
she said in Spanish. 

La Clinica last week celebrated 
the one-year anniversary of its food 
pharmacy. Natalia Solano-Rojas, a reg- 
istered dietitian at La Clinica, said 80 
families typically use the distribution 
each month, and often line up early 
— rain or shine — to fill their grocery 
bags and carts with vegetables. 

“They're pretty excited about it,” 
she says. “I think having it here in 
the clinic and seeing people that they 
know and are familiar with makes 
them a little more comfortable to come 
get food.” 

For Marta, the extra produce helps 
her family get through when her hus- 


band’s paycheck will only stretch so far. 


She left with two grocery bags brim- 
ming with vegetables — squash, herbs, 
celery, and fruit. 

“T was very happy when I learned 
about this,” she says. “Now that we 
have less work, we can still feed our- 
selves. And that’s a blessing for my 
house.”

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bers who specialize in finding buzzy 
new products to offer on store shelves. 

At the top of the 2020 list is a 
surprising choice: regenerative agri- 
culture, which is a method of farming 
that uses land and animal manage- 
ment practices that improve soil health 
and sequester carbon. Those are hard 
concepts to convey to a consumer, but 
it also shows that people are still inter- 
ested in the answer to that question of 
“Where does my food come from?” 

Customers will be seeing more 
nontraditional flours made from in- 
gredients such as cauliflower, tigernut 
and teff, as well as snacks, desserts 
and breads that use those flours. West 
African ingredients, such as moringa, 
sorghum, millet and fonio, will be 
popping up in more products in the 
coming year, and so will single-serve 
snacks, like small packages of pickles 
or drinkable soups or hard-boiled eggs 
and slices of meat. 

Soy-free condiments and meat 
alternatives are taking the place of to- 
fu-based meat substitutes and protein 
powders. I hadn’t heard about water- 
melon seed butter until this list came 
out, but apparently there are all kinds 
of innovative spreads made with maca- 
damia nuts, pumpkin seeds, chickpeas 
and a new-to-me superfood called pili. 

Kid-friendly foods are getting a 
reboot, thanks to their foodie parents 
who have exposed them to more adult 
flavors at an earlier age. Think salmon 
puree in a pouch, seaweed snacks or 
single-serve olive containers that fit in 
a lunch box. 

Americans are obsessed with find- 
ing new ways to sweeten things, and 
next year, look for even more nontradi- 
tional sweeteners made from ingredi- 
ents such as monk fruit, sweet potato 
nectar, pomegranate syrup or coconut. 

Blended meats sounds like a new 
kind of smoothie, but it’s actually the 
meat industry’s response to the plant- 
based meat crazy we’ve seen in the 
past decade. Major producers like Ap- 
plegate are now selling ground meats 
mixed with plant-based ingredients 
that help improve the nutrition profile. 

As more people dabble in what’s 
called “sober curious,” product makers 
are responding with a whole slew of ze- 
ro-proof drinks, from hops-infused tea 
and sparkling water to Heineken’s new 
0.0 beer that is alcohol-free.

Combining primal ferocity with elements of metal’s darkest 
trenches, Heilung is a cryptic yet powerful new force within 
the genre whose brooding and ritualistic sound has left 
metalheads equally mystified and amazed. Founded in 
2014, the experimental trio is composed of German singer 
Kai Uwe Faust, Danish multi-instrumentalist Christopher 
Juul, and Norwegian singer Maria Franz, and have used 
bones and Viking artifacts as instruments in their musical 
interpretations of ancient texts and ceremonies. The band’s 
2015 debut album Ofnir introduces listeners to the trio’s 
talent for crafting ominous yet sprawling atmospheres, 
referring to their idiosyncratic sound as “amplified history.” 
The trio’s career-defining moment came in 2017 when they 
mesmerized thousands during the Netherlands’ Castlefest 
with an otherworldly, ritualistic performance. While 
Heilung does not strive to provide a reenactment of ancient 
ceremonies, they excel at creating an identity that taps into a 
similarly prehistoric, spellbinding energy.
